One of the vicious racketeers who prey 


with equal 
impartiality on 
management and 


labor has finally received part of his just de­ 


serts. Johnny Dio. one-time front man for James 


R. Hoffa of the Teamsters, indicted but never 


brought to trial in the acid blinding of newspa­ 
per columnist Victor Riesel. pursued unsuccess­ 


fully by the federal government, has been sen­ 


tenced to 15 to 30 years in prison in a New 


York state court. 


The charge was a $4,700 labor shakedown. 


There are unfortunately too few cases in 


which racketeers like Dio receive the punish­ 


ment their crimes against society deserve. 
The 


law is frustrated all too frequently by the intim­ 


idation of witnesses. as in the Riesel case. 


The workers and the businessmen these 


racketeers prey upon are frequently afraid, with 


reason, that the law will be unable—or unwill­ 


in g—to protect them and their families from the 


gangster s gunmen if they turn to the police and 


the courts for help. The federal government has 


provided no aid at all. 
But the conviction of Johnny Dio shows 


what can be done when the spotlight of publicity 


is turned on the activities of these criminal 


scum and when law enforcement authorities, 
backed by an aroused public opinion, use the in­ 


struments in their power to bring racketeers 


to book. 
But Die is only one shark in a large school 


of predatory fish. 
It will require infinitely more 


than a single conviction ‘o clear up the evil and 


give honest citizens the protection they are en­ 


titled to. 
And with the federal government con­ 


tinuing to drag its feet, the task is difficult.

WASHINGTON — John Foster 
Dulles, almost 70 years old and 
miraculously recovered from a 
serious cancer operation, bogan 
the year 1958 by laying before 
President Eisenhower his resig­ 
nation as Secretary of State. 
It was a sincere, courageous, 
but personally pathetic gesture. 
Being Secretary of State has 
been the crownuTg ambition of 
Foster Dulles' life. As a small 
boy. he looked forward to the day 
when he could follow in the foot­ 
steps of his grandfather, John 
Foster, Secretary of State under 
President Benjamin Harrison, a 
Republican. As a young man he 
nerved as assistant to his uncle, 
Robert E. lansing, a Democratic 
Secretary of State under Woodrow 
Wilson. 
The first thing Dulles did when 
he finally achieved his great am ­ 
bition was to call all State De­ 
partment personnel together and 
tell them how he was following in 
the footsteps of his grandfather 
and uncle. 
Since then Dulles has shown 
flashes of great personal brilli­ 
ance. Diplomats who talk with 
him say he has a great personal 
grasp of foreign affairs. But he 
has failed to get teamwork. He 
has failed to build morale He has 
paid more attention to GOP iso­ 
lationists on Capitol Hill than to 
leadership abroad. 
And slowly. American prestige 
has sunk to one of its lowest ebbs 
in history.

Someone in the Kremlin has 
bt en stealing the Madison Ave­ 
nue techniques used by the White 
House 
It s a rule of thumb for any 
good public relations man to re­ 
lease news when th eres a vac­ 
uum. and to try to blanket out 
the oppositions headlines with 
headlines of your own. That's 
why Jim Hagcrty saves certain 
White House stories and breaks 
them when the President is at 
Gettysburg or Augusta.

why Jim broke the story of plans 
for an American earth satellite in 
July 1955, when it was supposed 
to be secret. But just at that time 
a member of the Cabinet. Secre­ 
tary of the Air Force Harold Tal­ 
bott. was under Senate investiga­ 
tion for a conflict of interest The 
White House needed competing 
headlines to drown out the Sen­ 
ate probe. 


Again the President’* second 
“chins up" telecast was shoved 
forward to November 7, because 
White House strategists wanted 
him to be able to answer the 
Russians if they broke any big 
news on November 7 — their 40th 
anniversary. 
Today, however, the Kremlin 
is reversing these tactics. Just 
as Eisenhower

Rally undermined our plans for 
the missile-armament of western 
Europe.

Then, on the day fke was to de­ 
liver his State of the Union mes- ' 
sage, Bulganin dropped another 
note in the peace hopper. This 
one not only proposed a non­ 
aggression pact but enclosed th® 
text of tho proposed pact. 
Bulganin s timing was so per­ 
fect that his note got more head­ 
lines in western

than

was

words,” Bulganin sent the draft 
of a concrete treaty.
